Identification 


RED J. E. KLEES, registrar of The Jockey 
Club, is a hard-working man. He spares no 
effort to see that the markings of Thoroughbreds 
are properly recorded. He is careful, conscien- 
tious, thorough, and extremely worrisome to 
breeders who make mistakes in registering foals. 
But the soul of Mr. Klees must have turned 
over in his filing cabinets last week when he 
read that Exotude, a 4-year-old filly, had run 
through the greater part of last season under 
the name of Blue Boot, a 3-year-old filly. 

The markings of Exotude and Blue Boot were 
recorded plainly, and no racing official who had 
the registration certificate of Blue Boot 
could have accepted Exotude as fitting the 
description. There is no indication that Exotude 
was painted, in the manner of Peter Christian 
Barrie, to make her look like Blue Boot. Besides, 
Exotude was a 4-year-old, and Blue Boot was a 
83-year-old, and any veterinarian could have dis- 
covered that the mouth of the supposed Blue 
Boot was that of a 4-year-old. 

There are many phases of this latest ringer 
case which remain unexplained. But enough of 
it has come to light to indicate that there is 
considerable need for some of the characteristics 
of Mr. Klees to be cultivated and applied else- 
where in the sport. If a 4-year-old filly can run 
half a year in the name of a 3-year-old filly 
which does not resemble as to markings, 
and if no one takes note of it, not even her 
trainer, then how many must there be 
of ringers among horses of similar ages and 
similar markings? 

Peter Christian Barrie probably will be cha- 
grined when he hears of this case—-and considers 
the long hours he spent changing the coat colors 
and the markings of his ringers. 

The case brings up again the necessity for 
thorough identification measures—or at 
least more careful use of the identification data 
already available. The National Association of 
State Racing Commissioners may as well add 
this one to their many problems. 

And we wonder, in passing, what words Mr. 
Klees weuld use if the New York State Racing

Commission were to win its argument that half- 
breds ought to be registered for racing purposes, 
and how many owners would be willing to have 
a Thoroughbred abdicate his pedigree and re- 
enter life as a plain half-bred. 


Australian Barrier 

UST as we object to the rather general prac- 

tice of throwing out experiments after a 
single unsatisfactory trial, so it seems premature 
to endorse the Australian barrier after a few 
successes. But the first four days at Hialeah 
Park found Reuben Gray’s starting device doing 
all that had been claimed for it. Good walk-up 
starts were obtained in all of the four 2-year- 
old races which went to post. No horses were 
kicked. No jockeys were injured. And the starts 
were obtained, for the first three days, in less 
than two minutes each, which is very good for 
large and inexperienced fields of 2-year-olds. 

On the fourth day there was a long delay, but 
it had nothing to do with the barrier. Jockey 
Eddie Litzenberger broke up one start attempt- 
ing to pre-judge the break, made a second at- 
tempt. His mount, Maepop, wheeled, seemed 
about to strike the barrier, sidewise. Had he 
dene so there wou'd have been no harm done, and 
both horse and rider might have learned some- 
thing by the experience. But starter George 
Cassidy let the barrier up to avoid collision, and 
Maepop, finding room in front, straightened out 
again. Litzenberger, already off balance, fell to 
the track, and Maepop cantered some six fur- 
longs before being recaptured. Litzenberger 
made no third attempt, and the field went away 
well a few moments later. 

From a theoretical point of view,’ the Aus- 
ralian barrier is a good one. Practically, it has 
worked well in its first four trials. So Mr. Wide- 
ner’s experiment deserves to be watched with 
very open minds by heads of other tracks, and 
just at present we feel that the odds are in 
favor of its success. Judging by four starts, 
horses won't fool with it. It will take a little 
longer to educate jockeys, for obvious reasons, 
but even this may be accomplished before Hia- 
leah Park's season is over.

A TRAINER’S DIARY 


By VENTURE ALL 

ANUARY 4. Sent Glow an easy five-eighths 

in 1:05. Gretchen went a half in :48°;, and 
Blackie a half in :49. Devil, Light, Sister, Star, 
and Village galloped once around. The chestnut 
2-year-old filly went three furlongs alone in :38, 
and jumped all the shadows she crossed. Others 
all walked. Goldie’s tendon is much improved, 
and he showed n> lameness in walking, but has a 
bow; so it will take some time to get him back 
to the races. My juveniles which worked so fast 
Sunday didn’t clean up their feed, and the filly 
had a slight puff in one ankle, but no fever. I 
believe a few days of walking will repair the 
damage done this time, thank goodness. 


JANUARY 5. Sent Devil six furlongs this morn- 
ing in 1:18, which is only a gallop for him. In- 
tended to run him tomorrow, but he cooled out 
very sore in his old bad leg, so he goes on the 
shelf for repairs, too, and just when he was ready 
to bring home the bacon. Mary and Star made 
up somewhat for this disappointment by just 
breezing a mile together in 1:422;5, hard held all 
the way. Worked very evenly, too, quarter in 
7:26, half in :52, three-quarters in 1:16. Both 
these horses are as good as I can make them now, 
and ready for Hialeah Park's opening. Sent Vil- 
lage his first three-furlong breeze in more than 
two months. Went easily in :38 and pulled up 
sound, and if he can’t find something else to hurt 
himself with, maybe he will train now. He has 
been wrong in all four legs, one after another. 
Blackie worked six furlongs in 1:1445, the best 
she has shown me thus far. Goldie galloped with 
the pony and seemed to enjoy it, and showed no 
lameness. Others walked. Juvenile speedsters 
still not entirely cleaning up their grain feed, but 
coming back slowly, and the legs sound. Luck 
this time. Plenty of leg-painting to do, and en- 
tries to make, and I was very late getting away 
for home. 


JANUARY 6. A fine morning with a stiff breeze, 
and nothing to work. Red, Glow, Gretchen, gal- 
loped once around, and Friendly, Village, and 
dark chestnut colt and the bay colt (2-year-olds) 
galloped two turns of the track. Devil very sore 
and right leg filled to the knee. Walked him only 
a few turns of the barn, and then stood his front 
legs in a tub of ice water. This he is accustomed 
to, and enjoys greatly, when his legs are ailing. 
He will stand hours munching hay from a rope 
rack, looking out the door of his stall, and never 
step out of the tub. Goldie galloped with the 
pony, and his tendon is drying and hardening up 
well from the daily painting. Fig also galloped 
with the pony. Blacksmith was on hand to reset 
plates on three horses. I always see that each 
foot is prepared to my liking before the plates 
are nailed on. If the blacksmith cannot get the 
feet to suit me, I put on my apron and complete 
the work to my own satisfaction. In this way I 
have no arguments with the blacksmiths. Care 
of the feet of a horse is second in importance to 
nothing else. If the feet are properly leveled and 
balanced, the horse will not strike himself in gal- 
loping, unless bumped and knocked off balance, 
or unless he is badly cow-hocked, in which con- 
dition he may hit level or not. Unlevel feet also 
cause strain and friction on the ankles, and un- 
soundness often starts from that cause. All the 
horses in my barn have their feet packed with 
clay-mud every morning after their exercise.

This keeps the feet moist and soft. A hard, un- 
yielding foot is the cause of quarter-cracks, and 
many other ills. Any rubber caught not packing 
his horses’ feet at my barn is through with work- 
ing for me right then. 

Gretchen ran a much improved race today, de- 
ciding after going a quarter that her rider was 
too energetic to delay longer, so she started mow- 
ing horses down, and was beaten only two lengths 
in 1:12. She may do yet. 


JANUARY 7. Light showers from every passing 
cloud with sunshine between times. No one minds 
showers in Florida, as they don’t seem to wet 
much, and soon evaporate. The dark chestnut 
and the bay 2-year-old colts went an easy half- 
mile in :53, going around the turn in good form, 
and pulled up not taking a long breath. Wave, 
Red, Glow, Blackie, and the two 2-year-old fillies 
galloped once around. Friendly and Village made 
two turns of the track in one gallop. Others 
walked. Devil still very sore and leg filled, so 
went back into his tub of ice water, after which 
I painted him well with strong absorbent. Others 
walked. The 2-year-olds are all back on their 
feed again, with no bad results that are apparent 
from working too fast. Got a bunch of bad hay, 
and after brought the fact to the attention of 
“The Feed Man,’ he took back the hay and 
brought some much better. Incidentally, my feed 
bill for the first month is practically $600. This 
is one of the many reasons why racing men don’t 
get rich.

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PEDIGREE POINTS - 


HE list of 20 leading sires, published at the 

end of each year, is a very useful institution. 
It gives breeders an idea how to breed their 
mares. It creates a demand for yearlings by the 
stallions fortunate enough to be on the list, and 
it keeps yearling buyers hopping from one twig 
to another as the fortunes of racing favor first 
one sire and then another. 


From the first year a horse goes into stud 
service until he reaches his dotage his pre- 


potence for racing qualities is probably constant. 
The variations in his stock from year to year 
come in the natural routine of a game of chance 
whose combinations are infinitely more involved 
than those in a game of dice. It cannot be said 
of a stallion that he climbs to a peak, and then 
declines like a ball player whose batting average 
down as he grows older. Leaving out of 
consideraticn the last years of decrepitude and 
undernourishment associated with age, there is 
no one period when one might breed a mare 
to him with a greater expectation of getting a 
good horse than at another time. 

The horse himself is a constant factor. But 
the public’s appraisal of the horse is most lack-

Vanned Blackie over to race again, and she ran 
just as usual, stopping badly. Just no good, I'm 
afraid. 

JANUARY 8. Both 2-year-old fillies, Star, Red, 
Light, and Gretchen galloped once around. Goldie 
and Sister galloped with pony. Glow did a slow 
half-mile preparatory to a work tomorrow, and 
Friendly had a blow-out of five-eighths mile in 
1:03 for the same purpose. Others walked. 

Gretchen ran in mile and sixteenth race, but 
finished unplaced after running prominently until 
in close quarters at the three-eighths pole, when 
she sulked. 

JANUARY 9. Red, Sister, Star, Village, the two 
chestnut 2-year-old colts, and the bay filly gal- 
loped. Glow worked six furlongs in 1:14 very 
handily, but pulled up very sore in his right fore 
ankle—the same old place! Friendly still going 
grandly. Broke at the mile pole and worked a 
mile to the stand in 1:39'; and galloped out 11x 
miles in 1:53';. Blew very little, for him, and 
now with a few days to rebound from this work, 


and a good stiff six-furlong work, he will be 
ready to run. Others walked. The bay 2-year- 
old colt has bucked in his left shin, and so will 


have to be blistered. I prefer silver blister for 
this purpose, as it makes a good dry blister, does 
not spread, nor make a big leg, and is effective 
quickly, usually. Goldie’s tendon doing fine, and 
drying and hardening rapidly. We paint it daily, 
and keep under cotton and bandage. 


JANUARY 10. Red galloped, and Light and Vil- 
lage galloped two turns of the track.

ing in constancy, largely, I think, because the 
information by which the public must judge a 
sire's record is given out piecemeal, never as 
a whole. The horse is indeed phenomenal which 
can keep his name on the list of leading sires 
year in and year out. (I suppose High Time has 
the longest record, in this respect, of any stallion 
now standing. He has been among the leading 
20 for 10 years in succession. *Sir Gallahad III 
may surpass him; he has been no worse than 
eighth in the last five years, and has been three 
times the leader in the last seven.) 

Then there is another matter which prevents 


the average peison from making an accurate 
judgment of a sire. It is a well known—but 
much overlooked—-fact that some horses sire 


more foals than others. If A and B are stallions 
of approximately equal prepotence, and if A is 
represented by twice as many foals as B, then 
A's get are very likely to win twice as much 
money as B's. But the usual statistics do not 
take into account the number of foals which 
may represent a sire. 

I am not going to insist that we change all 
this. Nor am I going to offer an absolute index 
to the rank of a sire (as much as I would like 
to be able to do so), but I have compiled some 
figures which may allow the reader to obtain a 
more complete view of the situation than the 
raw material of the sire list provides. 

To begin with I took the list cf 20 leading 
sires, as compiled by Daily Raciny Form, includ- 
ing all monies, first, second, third, fourth,—and 
fifth, I suppose. For each of the horses on the 
list I made a total including all the money won 
by his get from the time the first of them 
reached the races until the end of 1936. Using 
the annual supplements to the American Stud 
Book, I obtained for each sire the total number 
of his registered foals which had reached racing 
age in 1936 or earlier, not including those which 
had been reported dead before the publication 
of the supplement. 

By dividing the amount of money by the num- 
ber of foals I obtained for each horse the aver- 
age amount of money won by each of his foals, 
to the end of 1936. The result was the following 
rearrangement of the list of leading sires:

Man o’' War, which ranked tenth on the 
list in 1936, entered the stud in 1921. He 


had 13 crops of foals to reach racing age, to the 
end of 19386. He has sired 236 registered foals 
which lived to reach the age of two. His get 


= 
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have won $2,144,281 (more than any other living 
sire, incidentally, in North America), an average 
of $9,986 per foal. 

Next on the list is *St. Germans, whose foals 
have averaged $8,791 in winnings. *St. Germans 
was third on the 1936 sire list. His high ranking 
on the average-per-foal table will be a surprise 
to many, since he had been on the leading sire 
list only once previously, in 1931, when he was 
premier sire. The explanation is, of course, that 
*St. Germans has been only moderately patron- 
ized and has been represented by only 99 foals, 
an average of only about 12 per year. Man o’ 
War's average is 18 per year. 

Another stallion with a most admirable record 
is Pompey, which has now been moved from 
Kentucky to Virginia. Pompey’s 94 foals have 
accounted for an average of $7,648. Old High 
Time, longer in service than anything else on 
the list, is fourth with an average of $6,703 for 
his 266 foals. The Porter, which moved from 
Virginia to Kentucky a few years ago, is fifth. 

*Sir Gallahad III ranks sixth on the average- 
per-foal ranking, but this is not the complete 
story with him, for several of his best American- 
bred get have been sent abroad to race. In Eng- 
land the get of *Sir Gallahad III have won, to 
the end of 1936, a total of 29 races and £19,104%4, 
or $95,523.75, in first monies only. This amount 
plus the amount won in America would total 
$1,445,797.75, yielding an average of $6,152 per 
foal. The same situation obtains with Gallant 
Fox, son of *Sir Gallahad III. In England the 
get of Gallant Fox have won 10 races and 
£6,340 ($31,700) in first monies, enough to raise 
Gallant Fox’s average per feal to $5,534 and 
place him ncxt to his sire on the list. *Sickle’s 
American-bred get won three races and £1,937'>. 
($9,687.50) in England, all in 1936, and this 
would raise his average to $5,232. 

The table above is based on American win- 
nings only, omitting English performances, be- 
cause of the fact that total monies won form 
the basis of the American figures and only first 
monies are available from English statistics. 

It should also be explained that only Ameri- 
can-bred progeny have been considered. *Sir 
Gallahad III and *Sickle were in the stud, each 
for one year, before their importation to Amer- 
ica. *Teddy stood in France until his importa- 
tion in 1931. It will be noted that *Teddy’s name 
is at the bottom of the list as set out in the 
table, but this can hardly be accepted as his 
final rating, as he has had only two crops of 
foals to reach racing age in this country, and 
several of his representatives (Case Ace, for 
instance) piesumably have a large potential 
earning capacity in the future. 

In this respect the very young sires are at 
something of a disadvantage in the table. *Bull 
Dog and Gallant Fox, for instance, have had 
only three crops of foals to race, and a large 
percentage of their get included in the figures 
above may be expected to add material'y to 
their earnings. 

Taking the Est of 20 sires as a whole, they 
represent a total of 135 crops of foals, com- 
prising 2,585 horses, or an average of slightly 
less than 18 foals per horse per year. The aver- 
age amount of money won by these 2,395 foals 
to the end of i936 was $5,633. There were, of 
course, many foals which did not race at all, and 
if these were eliminated the average for the 
horses which did race would be higher.

No. 2. George M. Odom 

YIS series. began with Andrew Jackson Joyner, 

“the gentleman from North Carolina,” the 
doyen of the training profession. Mr. Joyner was 
born at Weidon, N. C., and we shall now proceed 
still farther South into the neighboring State of 
Georgia for our second subject in this series, 
George M. Odom. 

Mr. Odom was born in Georgia, and like Mr. 
Joyner, he began his racing career with old Mr. 
Burch, father of the present day trainers Preston 
M. and Selby Burch, and brother-in-law to that 
great trainer Green B. Morris. George Odom was 
never formally apprenticed to Mr. Burch but he 
learned his first riding lessons with Mr. Burch as 
his mentor. George Odom was a first-class rider 
and one who always enjoyed the confidence of his 
employers and the public alike. He rode for the 
foremost stables in the East in the period be- 
tween 1898 to 1995. 

In 1905 increasing weight necessitated his sell- 
ing his tack and taking out a training license. 
From the outset he displayed a firm faith in his 
future as a trainer. He bought his own horses 
and raced them and trained them in his own 
name. His first winner was Cassandra, a chestnut 
filly, foaled in 1903, by *Horoscope out of *Seeress, 
bred at the Castleton Stud by James R. Keene, 
for which he paid $1.500. Cassandra was a maiden 
2-year-old filly and on the program at the autnmn 
meeting at Belmont Park, Thursday, October 12, 
1905, was a selling race for maiden 2-year-old 
fillies, five furlongs, the third race on the card. 
Cassandra was entered to be sold for $700. She 
got in with 89 pounds, was ridden by Walter Mil- 
ler, then an apprentice. She was one of the out- 
siders in the wagering, closing at 15-1, but down 
she came three lengths in front of Nostromo 
(101), ridden by Rocco Romanelli, with Turkey 
Foot (97), ridden by Lee Sewell (destined to be 
killed in a race later on), third. The time was 
1:02, the value to the winner $810, and Cassan- 
dra was not bid up. 

Thirty years later to the day and at the same 
track George M. Odom saddled his second Futuri- 
ty winner, Tintagel for Mr. Marshall Field. 

The best horse George Odom ever trained was 
Purchase, which he bought as a yearling in 1917 
for $1,600 out of the Madden consignment. The 
colt was purchased for the Brighton Stable, the 
nom de course of George Smith, who died the 
following year. Sam Hildreth bought Purchase at 
the dispersal sale of the Brighton Stable. The 
best filly ever trained by George M. Odom was 
Nimba, a daughter of *War Cloud out of *Martha 
Snow, by Sir Martin, a bay, foaled in 1924, bred 
by Arthur B. Hancock and sold as a weanling to 
Marshall Field. Purchase was bred by William 
B. Miller and was a son of Ormondale out of 
Cherrvola, by *Tanzmeister. 

In the opinion of George M. Odom, the very 
best race horse he ever saw was Man o’ War and 
the best race mare he ever saw was Artful.

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COMMISSIONERS’ CONFERENCE 


By JOE H. PALMER 

ACING commissioners from 12 of the major 

racing states met last week for three busi- 
ness sessions in the Miami Biltmore Hotel at 
Coral Gables, Fla., spent one morning at Hialeah 
Park inspecting the new Australian barrier, the 
camera for photographing finishes, and other 
aspects of racing’s more mechanical side. 

On the morning of the meeting of January 15, 
Edwin James Brown, chairman of the Washing- 
ton Horse Racing Commission, and newly elected 
president of the national organization, rose in 
his position of chairman of the rules committee 
and offered what will go into the association's 
records as the positive achievements of the 
meeting 


Stakes Closing 


1. All racing associations are requested to 
set the dates for early closing stakes either on 
the first cr the fifteen of each month. 

An earlier recommendation of the association 
had asked for the fifteenth as a uniform closing 
date, at the request of breeders and Thorough- 
bred organizations, but the recommendation has 
not been uniformly carried out. At the meeting 
letters from A. B. Hancock and the Thorough- 
bred Club of America asked insistence on this 
rule. James F. Hayward, secretary of the Mary- 
land Racing Commission, suggested the addition 
of the first of the month, and the recommenda- 
tion was unanimously passed. 


Transfer of Engagements 


Horse sold to or claimed by persons in 
good standing shall carry their stakes engage- 
ments. 

This subject had been brought up by Major 
G. L. Stryker, secretary of the Thoroughbred 
Horse Owners and Trainers Association, which 
had sent out a questionnaire to its members on 
a number of Turf problems. Responses, by a 
five to one majority, had favored requiring the 
censent of both parties for such a transfer, but 
the recommendation that engagements go with 
the horse was passed by the commissioners. 


Apprentice Allowance 


3. No apprentice rule was adopted. It was 


recommended, however, that the rule adopted in 
January, 1936, be made universal. 

This was the most vexing of the questions 
brought up at the meeting. In 1936 a rule was 
adopted which made no significant change in 
already existing rules, except that it attempted 
to introduce uniformity into the actual duration 
of what was already a uniform five-pound allow- 
ance. In some states allowance was made until 
an apprentice had ridden 40 winners. In others 
it was made for one year from the date of the 
first winner. In others it was made for one year 
or until 40 winners had been credited to the ap- 
prentice, interpretations differing as to whether 
a boy who had not ridden 40 winners at the 
expiration of a year should retain his allowance 
until he had 40 winners. The 1936 rule provided 
allowance of five pounds for one year from the 
iate of the first winner, and thereafter until 40 
winners had been ridden. 

During the August meeting of 1936, New York 

‘mmissioner John Sloan had proposed a new

apprentice rule (THE BLOOD-HORSE August 29, 
page 227), which was left in committee. At 
Miami last week Commissioner Sloan reported 
again: 


Let us first consider the chief objective of the ap- 
prentice rule, na ly to encourage the development of 
new riders. .. In the pest 10 years apprentices were 
started in the’r cerecrs by some small owner or trainer, 
more often for the main purpose of making an_at- 
tractive sale to some lerger stable when these fledgling 


riders had achieved some degree of success. . . . This 
traffic in riders wes made possible at the expense of 
the veteran jockeys. These boys in the majority 


of ceses were made by the one-horse owner and edu- 
cated at the expense of the racing world in general. 
Should the apprent*ce allowance be confined to a 
greater degree to the contract owner, I am certain 
the large stables would contribute to our annual crop 
of riders in a very worth-while manner. ... It is the 
feeling of the committee that the proposed rule which 
follows will best meet the situation: 

“Seven pounds for all mounts until they have won 10 
races. Thereafter they are entitled to allowances for 
their contract employer only, such allowance to be five 
pounds up to one year from date of riding their first 
winner, and three pounds during the ensuing year.” 


Discussion from Racing Secretaries,Pat Hor- 
gan and H. D. Munroe, Trainers Stryker and 
Selby Burch, Commissioners Foster and Brown, 
showed a hopeless conflict of opinions, a conflict 
which had been predicted on the first day of the 
meeting, when Major Stryker reported members 
of his organizations as favoring allowances of 
10 pounds for the first 10 winners, seven pounds 
for the next five, five pounds for the next 25 
or for one year, and a two-pound allowance for 
contract owner only for duration of the contract. 
This also had brought about a multiplicity of 
opinions, most interesting of which was a blast 
from James (Sunny Jim) Fitzsimmons: ‘You

pay a jock a thousand a week, and you'd like 
to choke him, and you've got to kiss him.” 


So the rules committee recommended that 
Commissioner Sloan's rule be referred to all state 
racing commissions for detailed study, and that 
a referendum be taken at the 1937 summer meet- 
ing. This was passed without opposition. Also 
passed was Secretary Thomas R. Underwood's 
recommendation that the rule adopted in 1936 
be made uniform pending adoption or defeat of 
the new rule. 


Licenses 


4. It was recommended that a committee for 
a national licensing board be appointed, this 
committee to report its plans to the 1937 sum- 
mer meeting. 


In the air for some time, the movement for a 
national licensing body reported on by 
Beverley Broun, chairman of the West Virginia 
Racing Commission. This report provided for 
appointment, by the National Association, of a 
committee of two state racing commissioners, 
two reputable owners, and one _ experienced 
trainer, which should formulate the qualifications 
necessary for a national license. This committee 
would appoint two representatives in each state, 
to be local men and familiar with local problems, 
who would actually issue national licenses to 
trainers and jockeys. This national license would 
not replace state licenses, but would insure 
granting of state licenses without additional ex- 
amination. The national license would be revoked 
immediately if its holder was the object of an 
unfavorable ruling by any racing commission. 
Under terms of the recommendation, a national 
license would not be obligatory, but would be 
made desirable by giving priority in stables, ac- 
commedations, and the like, to holders of na- 
tional licenses. 

Without actually adopting the report, the as- 
sociation adopted the rules committee’s recom- 
mendation that the board of five be appointed 
(“by the properly constituted authority’), and 
that further action be deferred until this board 
could present its plans, show its objectives, set 
up its qualifications. 


Maidens 


5. On January 16, the Florida edition of Daily 
Racing Form bannered: Daily Form Figures Made 
Official. This was the result, premature, pending 
adoption by individual commissions, of a recom- 
mendation that the problem of determining 
eligibility to maiden races he settled by taking 
the report of Daily Racing Form as official. The 
Form, for its part, agreed to cover all races in 
North America with a purse value of $100 or 
more to the winner. 

Cause for this action was a problem, of par- 
ticular concern to Western tracks, of determining 
whether winners at “bush” tracks are eligible to 
maiden races at larger ovals. The problem was 
discussed privately at the Detroit meeting last 
summer, and the recommendation was made in 
two parts: first, that a maiden is a horse which 
has not wen a purse worth $100 or more; second, 
that Daily Racing Form would cover all races 
of such value and supply official figures either 
in its daily edition or its monthly chart books. 
The recommendation was passed unanimously. 


Post Parades 


6. Recommendation that post parades be 
shortened was passed unanimously—-and with en- 
thusiasm. President-elect Brown had _ spoken 
glowingly of the short post parades at Santa 
Anita Park this year, and Reuben Gray had 
praised the Australian system of closing pari- 
mutuel windows on a time schedule. Happy 
augury for the recommendation came next day 
when Hialeah Park’s first race was delayed by 
a runaway, and fields of succeeding races were 
galloped to the starting point to put the racing 
back on schedule. 


Filly Races 


7. Reaffirmation of previous requests for in- 
creased filly opportunities was made, following 
urging by A. B. Hancock, the Thoroughbred 
Club, and other interested persons. 


Undesirables 


8. Following the report of the rules com- 
mittee, Chairman Ralph George, of the New 
Hampshire Racing Commission, asked for the 
mutual exchange of lists of persons excluded 
from various race tracks. This referred to per- 
sons who were, so to speak, “thrown off’ without 
any formal ruling. After an objection by Com- 
missioner Sloan, Secretary Thomas Underwood 
suggested that this be made a confidential ex- 
change, and the recommendation of Chairman 
George was passed. 


Finish Photography 


9. Adopted as read on January 15 was the 
report of a committee headed by Commissioner 
Sloan, setting up the necessary specifications for 
cameras for photographing finishes, and pro- 
viding also for an advisory technical board to 
pass on camera equipment. 


For still cameras, the report required a shutter 
not of the focal plane type, with speed enough 
to stop motion, and with the shutter-actuating 
mechanism resulting in photographs of horses 
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with noses not more than six inches from the 
finish wire. 

For motion picture cameras, the following 
minimum requirements were made: 


Speed of 100 frames per second from one camera 
or equivalent results from a plurality of synchronized 
ameras. 

Non-focal plane shutter, with speed enough to stop 
motion at the required distance, and lens equipment 
to permit good photography under existing light con- 
ditions or with added artificial light. 

Camera located more than 65 feet 
rail, with lens axis making an angle of 
grees from the center of the track. 

Horse images on finished prints to be at least 1!. 
inches from nose to rump, with contrast and definition 
adequate for naked eye interpretation. 

Prints available to judges in four minutes, available 
for public viewing within six minutes. 

White or yellow wire in horizontal plane, at 90 de- 
grees with inside rail, centered against a 2's-inch black 
verticel stripe on a white or yellow backboard. 

A technically competent board of advisers to pass 
on equipment. this board to consist of Dr. I. C. Gardner, 
Bureau of Standards, Optical Instruments Section; 
Fordyce Tuttle and/or Dr. Jones, Eastman Kodak Com- 
pany: a representative from the optics department of 
University of Rochester: and R. Fawn Michell, Bell and 
Howard Company, Chicago. 


Mr. Sloan stressed the fact that these were 
minimum requirements, and were not recom- 
mended for progressive tracks, stressed also the 
fact that the advisory board would not recom- 
mend specific equipment but would merely pass 
on whether given equipment met or exceeded 
these standards.

Though these were the principal formal results 
of the meeting there were other highlights: 


Take-out 


Almost at the close of the last meeting, Sec- 
retary George H. Foster, of Illinois, reached out 
firmly to grasp an almost universally avoided 
problem. Pointing out the fact that racing is 
not based on a quick clean-up, but on a long 
range planning, he said, ‘‘we must do something 
to keep the revenue to the states within the 
range of decency.” The 6!2 per cent take-out 
in Illinois was compared to the 12 per cent and 
10 per cent take-outs at other tracks, and Mr. 
Foster said that some effort should be made to 
convince state legislatures that a reasonable but 
continuous revenue from racing was preferable 
to a larger but temporary sum. Commissioners 


apparently agreed privately, made no_ public 
comment. 
Questionnaire 

For those who are interested in horsemen’s 


reactions to the problems considered by govern- 
ing bodies, the responses to a questionnaire sent 
out to its less than a hundred members by the 
Thoroughbred Horse Owners and Trainers Asso- 
ciation, and presented by Major G. L. Stryker, 
were of live importance. Chief among these 
responses: 


['wo-to-one majority for a 60-day, rather than a 30- 
period during which a claimed horse could not be 
rted for less than 25 per cent more than the price 
t which he was claimed. 
Three-to-one majority for an increase in the number 
f graded handicaps, with a consensus favoring the 
ethod of grading now in vogue at Pimlico. This 
thod is a provision for entries in graded handicaps, 
thout an specification of the types of handicaps 
be offered. When all entries are in, the racing

Thirty to one for a national board for licensing 
trainers.

Four to one against the use of “dogs.” In explana- 
tion, Major Stryker said that when ‘dogs’ are put up 
on muddy tracks, horses make another path, several 
feet out from the rail, forming a dangerous soft streak 
in the track. 

The committee of the T. H. O. T. A. which con- 
sidered saliva tests and receiving barns (these 
questions were not included on the question- 
naire), recommended a system by which central 
laboratories, with uniform methods of taking and 
analyzing specimens, would be used. All tests 
would be made in the presence of a steward. 
Two samples would be taken, sealed, and marked 
privately by the steward, with identification pos- 
sible only to him. One test would be sent to the 
chemist, the other retained by the steward. If 
the chemist returned a positive report, the other 
sample would be delivered, by the steward, to a 
chemist known and approved by him, for a sec- 
ond analysis before action was taken against the 
trainer. 

The committee was unanimously opposed to the 
use of a receiving barn. 


Saliva Tests 


Dr. C. E. Morgan, of New York, reported that 
six states are now using the central testing lab-

oratory, Michigan and Florida having joined New 
York, Maryland, Massachusetts, and New Hamp- 
shire. In the fiscal year from April 1, 1935, to 
April 1, 1936, the laboratory analyzed 1,545 sam- 
ples, found 17 positive. In the period from April 
1, 1936, to January 1, 1937, 1,462 samples were 
analyzed, of which seven were positive. 

Saying that doping was being conquered, Dr. 
Morgan pointed out that a part of the work of 
the laboratory consisted in studying new drugs, 
investigation of possible new stimulants and 
methods for their detection, and in speeding up 
analyses. This may come, he said, to be merely 
a matter of minutes. He also pointed out that 
each year the cost of analyzing tests, per sample, 
had been reduced, and urged the addition of more 
states to the central laboratory. In answer to 
questions by Bryan Field, New York Times rac- 
ing writer and radio announcer, Dr. Morgan said 
the central laboratories are ahead of England 
and France in drug detection; that hundreds of 
tests had been officially made on horses; that 
there was a virtual dead-heat between the labora- 
tories in detection of drugs, and horsemen in dis- 
covery of new ones. To a question as to whether 
the central laboratories were ahead of the Nar- 
cotic Bureau in drug detection, Dr. Morgan hesi- 
tated, modestly and unconvincingly answered no. 


American Turf Alliance 


In his address of welcome, retiring President 
Walter H. Donovan spoke of the beneficial effect 
which the newly formed American Turf Alliance 
will have, urged cooperation from the racing 
commissioners. To this Commissioner John Sloan 
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added his approval, congratulated President 
Donovan for “seeing the necessity of strengthen- 
ing the weak link that has heretofore existed,” 
also bespoke cooperation of the racing commis- 
sioners for the new organization. Edwin James 
Brown of Washington, now president of the asso- 
ciation, said even more strongly: 

I believe that the American Turf Alliance will con- 
stitute an army of strength in promoting and protect- 


ing the grand sport of Thoroughbred racing. It will 
be a bulwark of organized strength... . 

Our own association, the American Turf Alliance, and 
The Jockey Club, each within its own sphere, but all 
united in a common purpose . .. should form a triple 
alliance whereby racing can and will be enjoyed and 
perpetuated on a high plane. 

We await completion of this organization, confident 
of its effectiveness, and welcoming it as an ally in our 
own kindred endeavors. 


Jumping Out 

On the second day of the meeting, Australian 
Reuben Gray, designer of the new barrier which 
Hialeah Park is using for 2-year-old races, spoke 
to the commissioners on racing in Australia. 
Breaking from the barrier, or “jumping out,”’ as 
Mr. Gray called it, was a live subject during the 
meetings, though no official action was taken. 
Mr. Gray, however, spoke only in passing on his 
own barrier, saying that jockeys “have brought 
strong barriers on themselves.’” He said that 
jockeys had never been hurt at the Australian 
barrier, that the somewhat similar device tried 
in New York several seasons ago was a much 
weaker imitation. To the objection that jockeys 
cannot hold their horses he quipped: “If a jockey 
gets a month suspension, it’s wonderful where 
the strength comes from.” 

He spoke at greater length of carefully super- 
vised jockey schools in Australia, where appren- 
tices practice on a wooden horse, under super- 
vision of stewards, listen to lectures from lead- 
ing jockeys, and receive allowances ranging from 
seven to three pounds, progressively, until they 
have ridden 40 winners, and where stewards must 
pass on a rider’s capabilities before he can take 
a mount. He spoke also of the 102,000 paid ad- 
missions on last Melbourne Cup Day, and of the 
£115,000 wagered in the totalizator (about $575,- 
000), with 400 bookmakers also in _ operation. 
The Australian totalizator, he said, closed on a 
time schedule, whether or not horses have reached 
the post, and post parades are consequently short- 
ented. 

But on the following morning Mr. Gray spoke 
more convincingly of his barrier. Commissioners 
journeyed to Hialeah Park to stand on the steps 
occupied by the placing judges; to finger the elec- 
tric controls for the result boards; to watch six 
of Maemere Farm’s horses gallop, in sets of 
three, across the finish line, and to look, one min- 
ute and 10 seconds, later, at the projection of the 
negative of the finish on a glass about two feet 
square, just above the judges’ booth, which, with 
the stewards’ stand, is swung from the high roof 
of Hialeah Park’s grandstand. 

Also they traveled up the three-furlong chute 
to see the Australian gate at close range. Mr. 
Gray explained the mechanism, lined up the com- 
missioners across the track immediately behind 
the six-strand barrier, invited any attempt to 
catch the lower rope when he released the barrier. 
Commissioners failed to catch the rope as the 
barrier hurtled up and away, ignored suggestions 
from press representatives that they break from 
the device for scientific purposes. On the after- 
noon of that day and on three succeeding ones, 
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they watched fields of 2-year-olds, in actual rac- 
ing, break from behind the new gate in splendid 
starts. 

On the evening of January 15, at an elaborate 
formal dinner at the Roney Plaza, Miami Beach, 
Hialeah Park's owner, J. E. Widener, spoke 
briefly on the Australian gate, its success in 
other countries, its advantages in American 
racing. 


Officers 


On the first day of the meeting President Dono- 
van appointed a committee consisting of Beverley 
Broun, William H. Cane, Ralph George, Charles 
F. Connors, James F. Hayward, George H. Fos- 
ter, and Thomas R. Underwood, to present nomi- 
nations for officers for the next year. On the 
second day, Chairman Broun nominated Edwin 
James Brown for president, John Sloan for first 
vice president, Ralph George for second vice 
president, and Thomas R. Underwood for secre- 
tary-treasurer. In the absence of other nomina- 
tions, Secretary Underwood was instructed to 
cast a unanimous ballot for those nominated. On 
Friday, January 15, the new officers were in- 
stalled, made brief speeches of acceptance. 


President Brown is a graduate of the Uni- 
versity of Washington and of Harvard Law 
School. He has served as steward at Seattle 


race meetings, and has been interested in horses 
most of his life, beginning with show horses 
and later becoming interested in Thoroughbreds. 
He breeds a few horses, is an enthusiastic fol- 
lower of racing. During the last two years he 
has acted as floor leader for President Donovan, 
and has shown an executive ability which 
promises well for his leadership of the organiza- 
tion. 


Summer and Winter 


On the closing day of the meeting, Senator 
Samuel J. Hilburn issued a formal invitation to 
the commissioners to meet again in Miami in 
1938, spoke quite favorably of Florida in course 
of the invitation. Commissioners gave a rising 
vote of acceptance, while one muttered: ‘You 
couldn't keep them away with a gun.” 

New York’s John Sloan, remarking that if 
Florida were multiplied by 12 the equivalent 
would be up-state New York, invited the com- 
missioners to hold their summer meeting at 
Saratoga, and this invitation was also accepted. 


Retiring President 


Walter H. Donovan, retiring after two years 
in the position of president of the national asso- 
ciation, has become one of the most important 
figures in the organization of American racing, 
seems likely to continue to hold as prominent a 
position as an executive of the American Turf 
Alliance. Few of the commissioners who spoke 
during the last days of the meeting were with- 
out warm expressions of appreciation for the 
work Mr. Donovan has done, and formal speeches 
of appreciation were made by Edwin James 
Brown, John Sloan, Senator Hilburn, and others. 
On the night of January 15, at the dinner given 
by Joseph E. Widener, President Brown present- 
ed to Mr. Donovan a suitably inscribed silver 
pitcher, congratulated him on the success of his 
career as president of the national association, 
predicted his continued success with the Ameri- 
can Turf Alliance.

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ENGLISH TURF TOPICS - 


LONDON, JANUARY 3 


’‘HIEF topic of discussion at the Clubs recently 

has been the forthcoming Two Thousand 
Guineas and Derby. In general, the Guineas 
arouses little interest until a day or two before 
its decision, but it seems to me that the first 
of the 1937 classics will probably be the best 
race of the whole series, and I shall not be sur- 
prised if there is a considerable amount of ante- 
post wagering on the race. No one seems to 
have an idea beyond Early School so far as the 
Derby is concerned, but for the Two Thousand 
the claims of Foray, Fair Copy, Diplomat, The 
Hour, Le Grand Duc, Solfo, and Goya II, in ad- 
dition to Early School, are being canvassed. The 
position is indeed highly intriguing. It is certain 
that the Manton stable are keen to keep intact 
the unbeaten record of Lord Astor’s Early 
School, but in training the son of Felstead for 
the Guineas they cannot overlook the greater 
Epsom objective, and consequently must leave 
something on which to work. Fair Copy and 
Dip!omat, having no Derby liability, are likely 
to be put down at their very best on April 28. 
Foray is engaged in the Epsom classic, but is 
not bred to stay the mile and a half, and he 
also is likely to be cherry ripe for the Guineas. 
The man who recently took £900 to £200 about 
Foray winning the Newmarket race, has, in my 
opinion, a good bet. I hear very good reports 
of the progress of The Hour, a most genuine son 
of Horus, which is sure to play a worthy part 
in the classics, even if he is found a trifle short 
of the highest class. I have no doubt that Le 
Grand Duc will be the pick of the Aga Khan's 
3-year-olds and I feel sure that this son of 
*Blenheim II will be the big danger to Early 
School in the Derby, whatever his fate in the 
earlier race. 


I am tempted, thus early in the New Year, to 
assume the prophet’s mantle, and predict the 
likely winners of some of our big events for 
1937 as follows: Lincolnshire Handicap, Precious 
Pearl or Sea Bequest; Grand National, Royal 
Mail; Two Thousand Guineas, Foray; One Thou- 
sand Guineas, Gainsborough Lass; Derby, Early 
School or Le Grand Duc; Oaks, Gainsborough 
Lass; Coronation Cup, Taj Akbar; Ascot Gold 
Cup, Fearless Fox; St Leger, Early School or 
Perifox.

Grand National. Miss Paget has a problem in 
finding a jockey for her horse at Cheltenham 
and Aintree. F. Walwyn, who rede him in the 
Becher ‘chase at Liverpool last November, has 
since met with an accident, and although he will 
be fit again shortily, he has engaged himself to 


steer Reynoldstown again in all his. races. 
E. Williams who rode Golden Miller at Win- 
canton and also in the last Cheltenham Gold 


Cup and Grand National, is sure to be wanted 
for Royal Mail from Ivor Anthony’s stable. In 
the circumstances it is rumored that G. Wilson, 
who won the National on ‘The Miller’ in 1934 
and was unseated in sensational fashion the 
following year may again be the rider. 

Racing was impossible owing to fog at Kemp- 
ton Park on Boxing Day, and the card was post- 
poned until the Monday. The best performance 
at the meeting was that of Law Court in defeat- 
ing a high-class field for the Lonsdale Hurdle 
of 400 sovereigns. This gelded son of Tolgus 
was a great disappointment on the flat last 
season, but he seems to have taken to hurdling 
with some zest, and as he is a fine strapping 
horse, he seems likely to take high rank at the 
game. We have not many high-class timber- 
toppers in training at the present time and Mrs. 
Michael Stephens’ 6-year-old grey Victor Nor- 
man seems reasonably sure to win the Champion 
Hurdle Cup at Cheltenham, but Law Court, and 
another newcomer to the game in Citadel, a 4- 
year-old colt by Caerleon, a winner at Newbury, 
may make the race interesting. 

Also at Newbury last week, Stanley Wooton’s 
4-year-old Lost Scent, a gelding by Obliterate, 
the sire of Quashed, won the 400-sovereigns 
Berkshire Hurdle, beating a useful field. Lost 
Scent is engaged in the Lincolnshire Handicap, 
and may enter our calculations for that race. 

At the Manchester New Year meeting, we saw 
Arthur Donn’s 2,000 guineas Irish purchase, the 
5-year-old Argental, make hacks of Tolvadden, 
Tibere, Delapaix, Mollison, and other well known 
fencers in the two-mile Victory ‘Chase. In a 
recent despatch I wrote of the great promise 
shown by Argental, and he was fulfilling my 
expectations up to the hilt in winning this Man- 
chester race. The chestnut son of Knight of the 
Garter is trained by W. Payne at Epsom, and I 
have no hesitation in writing of the horse as 
the best of his age in training. It has, of course, 
yet to be proved whether he will stay, though 
I see no reason why he should not. Granted that 
he does, I predict that he will train on into a 
‘chaser of the Troytown or Golden Miller class. 


RACES FOR MAIDEN RIDERS 

During its spring meeting, and longer if the 
plan proves successful, Narragansett Park will 
offer one race each week for horses ridden by 
maiden jockeys.

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SIDELIGHTS - 


Referendum 


HREE years ago the National Association of 

State Racing Commissioners was something 
of a jest, on which young columnists could cut 
their teeth. I suppose the organization still has 
its detractors, but it is certainly viewed in a 
more friendly light both by horsemen and track 
operators. Most important of all, the meeting at 
Miami last week was viewed as a serious and 
intelligent attempt to discuss, and if possible 
to alleviate, some of the difficulties of racing. 

This is chiefly, I think, because the purpose 
of the national body has come to be recognized 
more clearly. At first there was talk of national 
governance, and the setting up of a racing czar, 
and other similar nonsense. Now it is abundantly 
plain that the purpose of the N. A. S. R. C. is 
a suggestive, rather than a dictatorial one. There 
will be no attempt to choke down the throats 
of hoisemen or operators policies which are re- 
pellent to them, and there will be no attempt 
to recommend rules until the last votes are in. 
In almost every instance, the racing commission- 
ers have asked advice and opinion from every- 
one who would offer them, even in some cases 
from persons who represented no particular or- 
ganizations, but were recognized as being wise 
in the ways of the Turf. An almost complete 
unanimity of opinion is necessary before formal 
action is taken. 

An instance in point is the now mooted ap- 
prentice allowance problem. Most of the com- 
missioners, left to themselves, would have 
favored the rule suggested by the committee 
headed by John Sloan, but finding that trainers, 
Turf writers (this may be slightly dangerous 
advice), and racing secretaries were either op- 
posed to the rule or very dubious about its suc- 
cess, the matter was referred back to individual 
commissions, and these were urged to make 
every possible effort to get the opinions of horse- 
men on the subject before coming to definite 
conclusions. The matter will come up again at 
the Saratoga summer meeting, and if horsemen 
have not made themselves vocal by that time, 
they will have only themselves to blame. 

For instance: There is in this issue of THE 
BLOOD-HORSE a fairly complete report of the 
Miami meeting. If you, as a trainer, owner, 
jockey, breeder, or casual observer, have any 
comment to make or any suggestions to offer, 
THE BLOOD-HORSE will see that these comments 
and suggesticns get to the N. A. S. R. C., which 
will be glad to have them. The racing com- 
missioners are making every effort to get a uni- 
form organization into American racing, and to 
do it in such a way that horsemen will not be 
inconvenienced. But don’t expect them to be 
mind-readers. Do you like the present ap- 
prentice rule or the new one? The Australian 
gate or the stalls? The camera (and what kind) 
and the placing judges or the placing judges 
alone? Personally, I could bear to wade through 
a good deal of correspondence on these sub- 
jects, and others which might be food for thought 
by the racing commissions.

Camera at Hialeah

has been installed there. It is mounted just 
above the judges’ booth, more than 100 feet 
from the inner rail, and perhaps 65 feet above 
the track. It shoots 200 frames a second, can 
be geared even faster. It catches horses on the 
wire, and it makes pictures of considerable 
quality. But the novel feature, so far as this 
writer is concerned, was the fact that the image 
of the negative can be projected on a ground 
glass about two feet square, so that placing 
judges can take a dozen steps from their position 
and see it before the negative has been dried, 
and before a print has been made. In most 
cases this suffices, and results can be flashed 
in less than a minute and a half. In very close 
decisions, it is advisable to wait for a finished 
print, which takes a bit longer. The film can be 
run back or forward, so that judges can look 
at projected images of the frames immediately 
before or after the finish if they like, and can, 
of course, run back through the field to de- 
termine the second, third, and fourth horses.

Turf Alliance 


OR those who can see no need for the forma- 

tion of the American Turf Alliance, I submit 
the six horses sponged at Bowie, the one tam- 
pered with at Alamo Downs last week, and Blue 
Boot, the ringer par excellence of recent years. 
Happenings such as these are not good for 
racing, and it is just possible that adequate or- 
ganization might help to prevent them. 

A fertile suggestion was made at the meeting 
of racing commissioners last week by Ralph 
George, chairman of the New Hampshire Com- 
mission. This was that tracks exchange lists 
of undesirables, of persons warned off on general 
principles rather than on specific charges. I do 
not know of any other industry into which 
strangers can wander so easily and prowl so 
unrebuked. Individually there is little that tracks 
can do about it. Collectively there are a good 
many persons whose presence is not at all for 
the good of racing who might be banned from 
all tracks. One of the best purposes which the 
American Turf Alliance might set for itself is 
the freeing of racing from the indeterminate 
group of hangers-on which infests tracks and 
stables, and which can give no adequate account 
of its connection with Thoroughbred racing.

SANTA ANITA PARK 

HE first third of Santa Anita Park’s meeting 

was completed January 17, with a card of 
considerable merit. The only claiming race of 
the day was a two-mile affair, won by stout old 
Malicious, which has not attempted a distance 
of less than a mile and a half in his last 12 
starts. The 10-year-old *Omar Khayyam gelding 
was the favorite. Best of the races was the San 
Felipe Handicap, in which Boxthorn came back 
to the stakes winners class, as described below. 
Supporting this was a $1,200 allowance race, in 
which Diamond Dot Stable’s Mr. Blaze finished 
first, but was disqualified and placed second to 
A. C. Compton’s Clingendaal, the favorite, which 
was carried out in the stretch. First race of 
the day saw Alfred Vanderbilt’s Balking (co- 
holder of the track record for three furlongs) out 
for the second time. At odds of 3 to 10, Balking 
gave and took considerable bumping, but won 
by two lengths, in :33!,, or one-fifth of a second 
over the record he shares with Airflame. 


ONE COMES BACK 

Into the exclusive group of horses which have 
come back successfully after being retired with 
serious injuries last week moved Boxthorn. The 
5-year-old Blue Larkspur horse was purchased in 
1936 from Col. E. R. Bradley, under whose silks 
he had won the Commonwealth Stakes and the 
Saratoga Special. The purchaser was young 
Edward W. Janss, Jr., California, who purchased 
him primarily for a stallion, but made a tentative 
effort to bring him back to racing, from which 
he had retired with a badly bowed tendon. 

On January 9 Boxthorn ran off with a Grade 
C handicap at Santa Anita Park. On January 16, 
under 115 pounds, he was favorite for the San 
Felipe Handicap ($3,500 added, 3-year-olds and 
up, seven furlongs). Away from the barrier went 
Alfred Vanderbilt’s Speed to Spare (106) at a blis- 
tering pace. Though the pacemaker covered the 
first half-mile in :444; Boxthorn was only a 
length behind him. The eighth-pole was reached 
in 1:10%;, but Boxthorn had gone into a lead of 
a half-length and Speed to Spare was done. 
Jockey George Woolf was taking the Blue Lark- 
spur horse up at the finish, a length and a half 
in front of D. Christmas’ Accolade (117), which 
was three-quarters of a length in front of E. F. 
Seagram’s Stand Pat (120). Milky Way Farm 
Stable’s Sangreal (112) was fourth, a head back, 
and was followed by Party Spirit (108), Speed 
to Spare, Singing Wood (120), King Saxon (127), 
Sobriety (109), Faust (105), Special Agent 
(114). Time, :2225, :4445, 1:10%5, 1:233;5, track 
fast. Stakes division, $3,425, $500, $250, $125.

Boxthorn has started 15 times, at two, three, 
and five. He has won six races, finished second 
twice, third once, and has earned $17,500. For 
his present owner he has won both of his starts, 
earned $4,165. He was foaled March 19, 1932, at 


E. R. Bradley's Idle Hour Stock Farm, Lexing- 
ton. *Doreid won in France at two, and has 
produced the winners Barcolo (Enquirer Handi- 
cap and sire), Bewithus, Beauregard, Blackberry, 
Bide a Wee, Banal Girl, and Bobbing. Fine 
Feathers also produced the winners Agitato (Prix 
du President de la Republique Steeplechase), 
Scamandre, and Kazan, and the producers Bere- 
nice, Grey Feathers, *Tuscan Red, and Violent 
Tints. Splendid was a half-sister to Collar, *Star 
Ruby, Brooch, and the great mare Sceptre. 


BLUE BOOT AND EXOTUDE 

On August 16, 1936, Hynes and Beezley’s 3- 
year-old Blue Boot won the Washington Derby 
at Longacres. A week later she won the Mayor's 
Handicap. On August 30 Blue Boot ran the last 
quarter-mile of the Longacres Mile in a shade 
uncer 23 seconds to beat out Primulus and Indian 
Broom for the $10,000 added event. First stakes 
winner to be sired by Boot to Boot, she became 
widely known as one of the fastest and gamest 
fillies on the Coast. 

Tom Nance, of Midland, Texas, bought Blue 
Boot at the Lexington Fall Sales as a yearling, 
for $150, apparently in partnership with Sheriff 
A. C. Francis. She raced unsatisfactorily at two, 
and was returned to the Nance farm and bred to 
Overlord, Government stallion standing at the 
farm. 

Last week the dual life of Blue Boot came to 
lignt, when an unidentified Texan wrote or wired 
to Earl Beezley, informing him that the real Blue 
Boot was in Texas, that the crack filly in his 
stable was a “ringer.” Owner Beezley placed the 
matter in the hands of Santa Anita Park stew- 
ards, who got to the bottom of the matter with 
what seemed suspicious ease. Blue Boot proved 
to be Exotude, a 5-year-old (4-year-old in 1936) 
Wise Counsellor filly, which had dropped from 
sight at the Fair Grounds last February, when in 
the ownership of C. C. Kranz. 

An explanation (which itself needed explana- 
tion) came from Bexar County, Texas, where 
Paul Harvey, of Odessa, went before a notary 
public and confessed to the entire imposture, ap- 
parently without being accused of it. Essentials 
of his deposition: 

That he bought Exotude from C. C. Kranz in 
February, 1936, and turned her over to Dr. Wil- 
liam Bloss at Alamo Downs, and told Bloss she 
was Blue Boot. That he saw her win three races 
at Riverside Park, and that she was then shipped 
to Longacres, where she was claimed by Hynes 
and Beezley after winning one race. That the 
idea was his own, and that he carried it out with- 
out assistance from or knowledge of any other 
person. That he obtained Blue Boot’s certificate 
“in my own way” for use in identifying the mare, 
and that he had replaced the papers also “in my 
own way” after Dr. Bloss returned them to him. 
That he felt certain, when he turned the horse 
over to Bloss and had the registration certificate 
and the markings to check, that there would be 
no difficulty in starting the horse. 

That stewards in Texas were not wholly con- 
vinced of Harvey's ability to engineer the “ring- 
ing” alone appeared January 18, when Alamo 
Downs stewards ordered refusal of entries of 


horses owned or trained by William Bloss. 

A further puzzle is offered by the fact that 
while the two fillies both have stars on their fore- 
heads, Exotude has a snip running into her left 
nostril, while Blue Boot has not, and that Exo- 
tude has a white left hind coronet and ankle, 
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while it is Blue Boot’s right hind coronet and 
ankle which are white. There has been no indi- 
cation of any painting or other tampering with 
the Blue Boot-Exotude filly’s markings. 

The Harvey confession, to most persons famil- 
iar with racing explains everything except how a 
trainer could mistake a 3-year-old for a 4-year- 
old, how racing officials at two tracks could fail 
to notice dissimilarities between Exotude’s mark- 
ings and Blue Boot's certificate, and how owners 
of the real Blue Boot missed all accounts of one 
of the most sensational filly developments on the 
Coast. Nearest certainty of the case was that 
Earl Beezley had claimed the “ringer” in good 
faith, that he placed the case in the hands of 
stewards as soon as he received any suspicion of 
the “ringing.” 


ONE UP, ONE DOWN 

At Tanforan last fall Trainer Jack Carter and 
Owner Neal Gibbons were suspended for violation 
of California betting laws (specifically, for bet- 
ting with bookmakers at the track rather than 
through the pari-mutuel machines). The suspen- 
sions were for 90 days. On January 8 the sus- 
pension of Trainer Carter was lifted, after run- 
ning about 60 days; that of Owner Gibbons was 
continued, will run its full time. 


BOWITLE’S STAKES 
N increase of $500 in the total endowment of 
Bowie's four stakes was announced last 

week by General Manager Joseph P. Boyle. The 

Bowie Inaugural Handicap, renamed the Bowie 

Handicap, will have an endowment of $1,500 

added, instead of $2,500, and the Rowe Memorial 

will be increased from $3,500 to $5,000 added. 

The Kindergarten Stakes and the Southern 

Maryland Handicap will retain their 1936 values. 

Minimum purses will be $1,000, with a daily 

feature at $1,200. The stakes program for 

Bowie, which opens Maryland racing on April 1: 

April 1 Rowe Memorial Handicap, $5,000 added, 3- 
year-olds and up, six furlongs. 

April 3 Bowie Handicap, $1,500 added, 3-year-olds and 
up, mile and 70 yards. 

April 7 Bowie Kindergarten Stakes, $1,500 added, 2- 
year-olds, four furlongs. 

April 10 Southern Maryland Handicap, $5,000 added. 
3-year-olds and up, 1 1-16 miles. 


PIMLICO STAKES 

Blanks for two of Pimlico’s four spring stakes 
have been issued, and closing date for the two 
will be March 15. The two are the Preakness, 
$50,000 added, for 3-year-olds at 1 3-16 miles, and 
the Dixie Handicap, $10,000 added, for 3-year- 
olds and up, at the same distance. Blanks for the 
$2,500 added Pimlico Nursery Stakes and the 
$5,000 added Baltimore Spring Handicap will be 
issued later. Dates for the running of the events 
have not been set, but it is expected that the 
Preakness will be on May 15, a week after the 
Kentucky Derby.

FLORIDA 


HIALEAH PARK OPENS 


HEN Tropical Park closed January 12, 

Manager William Vincent Dwyer said: ‘“‘The 
days when racing in Florida was a risky venture 
before Christmas are past.” This was inspired 
by the fact that Tropical Park’s pari-mutuel 
play had increased by over a million dollars com- 
pared with the previous winter session. The daily 
pari-mutuel average increased from $149,000 last 
year to an average of $192,000. 

On the following day Hialeah Park opened its 
46 days of racing, with a crowd of about 20,000, 
and a pari-mutuel handle of $270,821. This was 
a few thousand dollars less than the handle on 
opening day in 1936, but the next day the turn- 
over was well over that of the corresponding 
day in 1936, and Hialeah Park seems headed for 
another very successful season. The weather has 
been good, and on opening day patrons were 
presented with the finest sort of a race in the 
Inaugural Handicap. Cards have been very good 
and well filled, the Australian barrier was away 
well, and the flamingoes are up to advance 
notices. 

Intent upon having no nonsense at the start, 
stewards decided January 18 that horses which 
delayed starts more than three minutes would 
be put on the outside, started two lengths be- 
hind the field. 


GREAT RACE FOR W HOPPER 

The Inaugural Handicap ($3,500 added, 3-year- 
olds and up, six furlongs) at Hialeah Park on 
opening day, January 13, proved a tribute both 


to Trainer George M. Odom, who conditions Mar- 
shall Field’s Tintagel (116), and to Trainer Duval 
A. Headley, who handles Whopper (122) for his 
uncle, Hal Price Headley. Tintagel had been 
away from the races since May, 1936, when an 
ankle injury was aggravated in the Toboggan 
Handicap. Whopper had not raced since July, 
1936, when he was operated on, for the second 
time, for kidney stones. Yet each of these 
sprinters was ready for the fastest six furlongs 
of his career in the Inaugural Handicap. 
Tintagel, second choice in the race, broke into 
the lead at once, set a terrific pace even for 
Hialeah Park’s fast oval. Whopper left the 
barrier sluggishly, next to last in the 15-horse 
field. He did not really find his stride for a 
quarter-mile, was then bare'y in the second 
flight, four lengths behind the flying *Sir Galla- 
had III colt. The pace disposed of most of the 
challengers in the next quarter, but Whopper 
gained a length. Tintagel turned into the stretch 
three lengths in front of the massive Headley 
horse, with T. D. Buhl’s Sweep Like (103) and 
Maxwell Howard's Polycletus (107) between 
them. With an explosive burst of speed Whopper 
put the two lesser lights away, seemed to hang 
at the eighth-pole, still a length behind. But 
in the final eighth he came again, ran down 
Tintagel a stride or so from the finish, won by a 
neck. Four lengths behind, Sweep Like was third, 
the same distance in front of Calumet Farm 
Stable’s Count Morse (112), which had held 
on very well. The rest of the field, in order: 
Polycletus, Mixwell (104), Mucho Gusto (112), 
Finance (118), Lady Higloss (113), Bright Haven 
(108), Bachelor Dinner (109), Patriotic (105),

DOPE 


E. L. FITZGERALD SUSPENDED 
SALIVA test of Norman W. Church’s Pro- 
clivity on January 1 showed that the horse 
had been stimulated, and on January 16 stewards 
at Santa Anita Park issued the following ruling: 

The stewards, having received report of a positive 
reaction to saliva tests taken on the horse Proclivity, 
when he won on Friday, January 1, said tests showing 
definitely that an alkaloid had_been administered, have 
this day suspended Trainer E. L. Fitzgerald and all 
horses trained by him. 

The stewards are further investigating the case, and 
have also referred it to the California Horse Racing 
Board. 

On January 19 officials announced that horses 
owned by Mr. Church might race, provided an- 
other trainer was secured. Meanwhile both Mr. 
Church and Trainer Fitzgerald have charged that 
the move is a political one, connected with Mr. 
Church's backing of the movement for a second 
track in the Los Angeles district. Trainer Fitz- 
gerald, independently of his employer, threatened 
a $500,000 damage suit against both the Los 
Angeles Turf Club and the California Horse 
Racing Board for defamation of character. No 
suit, however, has been filed.

TEXAS 


RAIN AT SAN ANTONIO 

HEN it rains, Texans stay at home. Last 

week it rained at San Antonio, where 
Alamo Downs is struggling with a 50-day meet- 
ing. The pari-mutuel turnover for the week was 
$351,405, a daily average of $58,567, or about 
$30.000 below the figure needed for profitable 
operation. During the first full week it had 
been but little better, averaging $65,728. But 
officials, believing better weather in store, still 
hope for a successful meeting. 

Stewards were considering action in the case 
of Rolanda, owned by J. D. Meeker, of Coving- 
ton, Ky. Rolanda stopped badly in a race on 
January 12, and Owner Meeker reported he found 
a wad of cotton stuffed into her nostril. They 
were considering the matter very privately, and 
were being resultantly criticized by the local 
press for a ‘‘shooshing” policy. 


DALLAS MEETING DOUBTFUL 

No official announcement has been made, but 
it appears likely that no race meeting will be 
held at Dallas Fair Park this spring, as the 
Centennial Exposition, which has occupied the 
grounds, has decided to retain it for a second 
vear. Dallas’ dates were from April 27 to May 
22. In the event that Dallas does not hold a 
meeting, Arlington Downs will probably extend 
its meeting to 27 days, beginning March 31. 


JOE HOUSTON ILL 

Joe Houston, of Lexington, Ky., who had gone 
to San Antonio, Texas, to sell a number of horses 
owned by the Lexington Stable, in which he and 
Thomas B. Cromwell are interested, was taken ill 
suddenly last week and underwent an emergency 
operation at a San Antonio hospital.

Walton and Nuzum, in an address at the regular 
luncheon meeting of the Thoroughbred Club of 
America at the Phoenix Hotel, Lexington, last 
Saturday, January 16, listed the fire hazards 
which, he said, account for 99 per cent of losses 
around barns: 

“(1) Putting green or wet hay or straw into 
your barns at high temperatures, (2) defective 
wiring, (3) lightning, (4) dirty tack rooms and 
hay storage rooms, (5) tramps, (6) drinking and 
smoking employees, (7) disgruntled employees.” 

“Conditions that cause fires in barns are in 
that barn the day before the fire occurs,” said 
Mr. Walton, ‘and if you have not corrected them 
it is your fault. In other words, there is a po- 
tential fire in every building on your farm, and it 
behooves you to put it out before it starts.” 

In the absence of President Thomas Piatt in 
Florida, Samuel L. Look, second vice president, 
presided at Saturday's meeting of the Thorough- 
bred Club. 


CATTARINICH QUITS BREEDING 

In indifferent health for several months, 
Canadian Promoter Joseph Cattarinich an- 
nounced recently that he had given up the flurry 
and disturbance of operating a breeding farm, 
to retain only the quiet life of a race track 
operator. Some time ago Mr. Cattarinich sold 
his 262-acre Montreal farm, and three stallions, 
Brother Joe, Cudgel, and Endor, and 12 brood- 
mares, to Senator Donat Raymond, also of 
Montreal. At the same time the Fair Grounds 
track at New Orleans, operated by Mr. Catta- 
rinich, announced a program of Sunday racing 
beginning February 7, extension of the meeting 
to March 28, making a total of some 110 
racing days.

Gallant Mac, an Alfred Vanderbilt nominee for 
the Santa Anita Handicap, broke down during a 
workout January 16. 

At Miami last week, Walter E. O'Hara re- 
leased a statement indicating dissatisfaction with 
the newly formed American Turf Alliance. 

Ivan Parke, because of California’s rule which 
automatically bars any trainer or other person 
convicted of the use of narcotics on Thorough- 
breds, can not race in that State. 

Wise Mona, 6-year-old daughter of Wise Coun- 
sellor, broke out of her stall at Jefferson Park, 
New Orleans, wandered to the highway, was 
struck and crippled by a bus, and had to be 
destroyed. 

At Alamo Downs January 18, stewards sus- 
pended M. Shaheen for the rest of the meeting, 
recommended to the Texas Racing Commission 
that he be barred from all Texas tracks for 
touting and other practices detrimental to racing. 

Santa Anita Park directors have already voted 
to increase purse and stakes values for the 1937- 
38 season, and to make about a million dollars 
worth of improvements in the track after the 
close of the current meeting on March 6. 

Russell Oakes writes in the Evening Sun (Bal- 
timore) that George Raymond Bryson has been 
dickering for the fair grounds and race track 
at Bel Air, Md., and is thinking of adding the 
course to the Marlborough, Cumberland, Hagers- 
town, Timonium circuit.

Massachusetts is among the states which are 
considering the licensing of bookmakers as a 
revenue measure. A report from a special com- 
mittee, signed by eight of the 14 members, recom- 
mended a license of $1,000 a year, with 10 per 
cent of daily proceeds (profits or turnover?) to 
go to the State. Five committeemen signed a 
minority report. 

Until a more imaginative person tops it, Movie 
Comedian Roscoe Karns’ story is No. 1 betting 
yarn of 1987. He dropped a $5 bill at Santa 
Anita Park. It was retrieved on the next tier 
of the stands by a steward. “Don’t bring it up,” 
called the comedian. “Stand pat. I'll get it after 
the next race."” After the race the steward de- 
livered $183. He had obeyed what he thought 
were instructions to bet on Stand Pat.

T the end of 1936 the chief claimants for the 

honor of being the best 2-year-old of the 
year were Pompoon, son of Pompey, and Reap- 
ing Reward, son of *Sickle. Likewise their sires 
were the principal contenders for the honor of 
being the leading sire of 2-year-olds, on the basis 
of first monies won by their get. Pompey pre- 
vailed by a narrow margin, beating out the im- 
ported stallion by $500. It was the second time 
Pompey had held this distinction, the first time 
having been in 1932, when his second crop of 
foals were 2-year-olds, including Ladysman. 
Pompey, which stood in Kentucky when he sired 
the racers which gave him the leadership for 
1936, stands now at Arthur B. Hancock's Ellers- 
lie Stud at Charlottesville, Va. The 10 leaders, 
on the basis of first monies won by their get:
